The parcels are sent from 
New York on American export 
liners to Lisbon, whole they arc 
taken over by International Red 
Cross representatives who “Uir * 
antee their safe delivery to the 
prisoners. The parcels g > to 
Marseilles on a Red Cross ship 
which is permitted to pass thru 
the British blockade. They are 
then put aboard a Red Cross 
train bound for Genev a, and 
their distribution to the pn>on- 
ers is handled from that point. 

About 5,000 of the food par¬ 
cels which left Toronto recently 
are aboard a ship ea»Tying Am-
